There are, in the Limits of Weltminfler, Holborn, 
the ‘Tower, and Finsbury Divifhons (exclufive of Lon- 
don and Southwark) 7044 Houles and Shops, where 
the faid Liquors are publickly fold by Retail (which, in 
fome Parifhes, is computed to be, at leait, every fixth 
Houfe) befides what is privately fold in Garrets, Cel- 
lars, Back Rooms, and other private Places. 

That of this Number no lefs than 2105 are unlicens'’d; 
and that Geneva is now fold, notonly by Dilliilers and 
Geneva Shops, but by above fourfcore other inferior 
"Trades, particularly Chandlers, Weavers, ‘lobacconifts, 
Shoemakers, Carpenters, Barbers, ‘J aylors, Dyers, 
Labourers, &c. there being in the Hamlets of Bethnal- 
Green, upwards of 90 Weavers who fell this Liquor. 

’Tis alfo obfervable, that as near half of the prefent 
Conitables, who were the Perfons employed inthis En- 
quiry, are themfelves Retailers of thofe Liquors, there 
is great Reafon to believe, that the above is very far 
fhort of the true Number.
